Keeble and Jobn K. Howard, reported
that it would be unwise to re-
charter any of the existing banks in the State;
that sach reforms should be made 1n our cur-
réncy a9 will insore a sound circulating me-
dhinm, convertible at all times into gold and
silver; and that the several banks, as their
respective charters shull expire, should goout
of existence, and such streps be taken, in
consistency with the public interest, as will
secure the liguidation of the Dank of Ten-
anessee abt the expiration of its charter,
If i waa considered unwise to rechar-
ter the existing banks when there was no
guch thing as a greenback corrency that
passes everywhere without discount, bow
much more so now that there is. All the
reasons that had force to move the gentlemen
above named aguinst the continuance of any
of the banks of issue 1n the State in 1858
have tenfold force now. Dat then there has
aever been any serious intention by any con-
siderable number of the people to establish a
State bank, and until there is there iz hardly

THE 8T, LOUIS FEEIGHT TARIFF
MODIFIED.

We find it stated on the authoerity of Cap-
tain Ad Storm, the Memphis agent of the
8t. Louis packet company, that the upjost
and injurious discaimination recently made
by that company—or, as the freight commit-
tee's communication enid, “perpetrated” by
it—bas been cither changed or removed.
The new rate, the anthority states, is twenty-
five cents a barrel and twelve and a half
cents a hundred between Memphis and St.
Louis, while it is thirty cents and fitteen
cents to Vicksburg. The rate to New Orleans
is not announced as we write, and until we
know it we cannot!assert that full justice has
agot-esmiaitles. 1t M\:mpi{is‘ is charged
twenty-five cents while New Orleans is
charged only twenty cents, the discrimination
has been merely modified, not removed. If
Memphis is charged twenty-five cents and
New Orleans twenty-five cents also,
crimination still exists, for Memphis is only
four hundred wmiles from St, Lounis, while
New Orleans is twelve luondred. The
modification, however, although it may
leave the wrong in principle just where it
was before, shows that the remonstrances of
the freight committee and the comments of
the ArpEAL bave at least shown the officials
of the St. Louis company that they “‘were on
the wrong track.”' It is with pleasure that
we see the company take the step toward the
right that it has done, and we sincerely hope
thut now the rectification of the wrong done
has been commenced—if 8 commencement
be all—it will be proceeded with until all
cause of sore feeling is done away, and the
harmony that so long existed between the
company and Memphis in former times be
restored, never more to be interrupted. Mem-
phis, however, though it may be placable and
willing to accept in a kindly spirit the restor-
ation of a justly-proportioned tariff of freight
charges, will submit to no diserimimmation that
iz injurious to her commercial interests. A
city commanding as much trade as she does
upon the Mississippi river is not powerless,
and if necessary she will make that fact evi-
dent.

GRANT AND THE FIGURES.

It seems Lthat General Grant has changed
a great deal since he went to Europe. Here
be was almost mlence itself, there he is as
garrulous a3 an old woman. He has given a
locse rein to his tongue, and talks with a vol-
nbility that would argue a desire for a repu-
tation which here he did not seem anxious to
make.

But they may réckon
without their host, for legislators never make
lawe against themselves, and the majority of
congressmen are lawyers,

Ix explanation of the difficulties between
Captain Eads and some of the stockholders
of the jetties company, the St. Louis Evening
Post says that it has furnished the Globe-
Demoerat with the opportunity for an item,
which is in the main correct, but which is
apt to do injustice to the gentlemen who fur-
nisted Captain Eads with the means to begin
his great work at the mouth of the river.

Nashville Banner, of Monday: Colonel
Jobhn H. Savage, low-tax candidate for goy-
ernor, addressed a large and attentive crowd
at the corner of Cherry and Union streets,
Nashville, Saturday night, for about three
hours, We pablish the following extract from
his speech, having reference to Colonel John
C. Burch’s bank project:

“T'o make short woik of the bank project,
I have brought the journals of the leguslature,
and will show a few facts that Mr. Burch has
not disclosed. The report of Cave Johnson,
president of the bank, October 1, 1855, shows
that the bank then had $735,582 of bad debts
and $652,628 bills and notes in suits, and rec-
ommended the winding up of the bank. The
message of Governor Harris, on the second of
March, 1858, shows thut the bank had then
lost $761,074 92 of her capital, and that if
the capital furnished the bauk bhad been
loaged out at six per cent. it must have made
for the people $250,433 20 more profit than
the bank bad made on it."”

Governor farris also says: ‘“‘If the bank
has failed to realize six per cent. vpon her
capital heretofore, what assurance have we
that we will make it hereaiter?’ He also
says: ““The bank is not necessary to the
State,” and “when you come to wind up the
bank and restore to the State the capital in-
vested, it will require the work of yeags to
accomplish it, and of course her depositors,
note-holders, etc., must be first paid, taking
the most available assets, leaving the State
to look to the most doubtful of her means
with which to repay the capital.”

Governor Harris's apprehensions have been
more than realized. He shows that the capi-
tal of the bank fornished by the people was
$4,133,542 24. This bas been a total loss,
and in addition thereto the people have been
compelled by taxation to pay off more than
a million and a half of what is called the
old issue, and may yet be taxed to pay
thet much of the Torbett issue, making a
total loss to the people of more than seven
miilion dollars. The note-holders and depos-
itars are now lawing over the littie remnant
which will pay but little more than costs and
lawyers’ iees, and no person can tell when a
final settlement will be made. While the
people were sustaining these losses the advo-
cates, friends and officers of the bank were
living fat upon salaries and accommodations
for speculative purposes. If Mr. Burch wants
